Specification 
Content of Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim i recites the limitation "the furnace system" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "said device" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "said vent structure" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "said filter" in line 6. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

As best understood, Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kogut (4,509,681). See figs. 1, 2 and 4. 

As best understood, Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tubesing et al. (5,052,286). See col. 4, lines 50-53. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

As best understood, Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tubesing et al. in view of Kogut. Tubesing et al. discloses all of the limitations of the 
claims except for a filter seat and tabs. Kogut discloses the presence of a filter seat and tabs. See 
figs. 1, 2 and 4. Hence, one skilled in the art would find it obvious to modify the system of 
Tubesing et al. to include the filter seat and tabs of Kogut for the purpose of debris protection.
